There's Something 
Mysterious Here 

Leg/on Investigates Prom- 
inent Politician. 

It is rumored that the Xarberth 
Post of tin- American Legion is 
making an investigation of the rec- 
ord of a prominent borough politi- 
cian. < )»r reporter had difficulty in 
securing an interview with Com- 
mander Sparks and Adjutant Shu- 
bert. and succeeded in stirring up 
what will probably be one of the 
biggest sensations of our borough. 

Although both of these men were 
very unwilling to talk and would 
say" little, they did state that they 
regretted very much that the rumor 
had started, as it was the intention 
to keep the matter under cover until 
all the facts had been gathered in 
and tabulated. It would, therefore, 
appear that there is good ground 
for the rumor. 

They also said that Mr. George 
Shinn, a member of the Legion, has 
full charge of a committee which 
is now busy on the investigation and 
which has been very successful in 
turning up many interesting facts. 
It also seems that -Mr. Shinn has 
held quite a bit of correspondence 
with one of the prominent Judges 
connected with the Chicago murder 
trial, in an effort to get a really val- 
uable legal opinion on the actions 
and statements of this borough poli- 
tician. 

When pressed for the name of 
the man implicated, both -Mr. 
Sparks and Mr. Shubert closed up 
like a pair of clams, but we were 
assured that at the proper time ev- 
erything would be open to the pub- 
lic and that whatever facts that 
could be disclosed would be turned 
over to ''Our Town" for publica- 
tion. 

Adjutant Shubert, of the Legion, 
is busy arranging all the papers and 
data as it comes in from the various 
members of the committee who are 
working under the direction of Mr. 
Shinn, 2T)d no s'one is being left 
unturned which will throw a light 
on the career of the man. 

Narberth is in for a sensation 
from all appearances. 

When questioned as to whether 
the Legion Post would assume the 
responsibility of bringing the matter 
before a Court, Commander Sparks 
stated, "The Legion has no place in 
politics except where the same is 
harboring someone who is detri- 
mental to the spirit of Americanism 
which is the standard of the Legion. 
At such a time it is right and proper 
that it should bring before the pub- 
lic any matter which would tend to 
hurt that true spirit of patriotism 
and loyalty to Americanism which 
we arc here to uphold. What party 
a mat] belongs to, whether Republi- 
can or Democratic, is the business 
of the individual and not the busi- 
ness of the Legion. If the facts in 
this case are such as warrant dis- 
closure, the same will possibly be 
brought before a mass meeting of 
the citizens and the man given an 
opportunity to defend himself with 
legal talent." 

Adjutant Shubert stated that the 
Post felt that they were somewhat 
responsible for this man and they 
were going to see that no man stood 
behind the Legion's name that was 
not worthy of it. 

Our reporter was unable to get in 
touch with Mr. Shinn, but all other 
members of the Legion interviewed 
by us refused to say anything, stat- 
ing that they had been ordered to 
keep quiet until the Legion was 
sure of its ground and the facts had 
all been developed. 

Our reporter yesterday, however, 
managed to catch Messrs. Ralph 
Dunne and John Nash together, and 
Jrom the way they stopped talking 
as we came up it was immediately 
realized that this matter had been 
under discussion. He finally man- 
aged, to get them talking, however, 
and; was astonished to receive the 
advice that it would be better if we 
did not make any guesses as to the 
name of the man, as it appears that 
"Our Town" will probably be im- 
plicated in a libel suit by the man in 
question, due to the fact that cer- 
tain records had been obtained from 
the office of this paper.

'Po Enlarge IVork. 



Beginning next Monday, the 
Pith, the Xarberth Community Li- 
brary will be open every after- 
noon, except Saturday and Sun- 
day, from li o'clock to .">. The Fri- 
dav evening opening, from * 
o'clock to !i, will also be continued. 
This increase in service has long 
been contemplated, but necessa- 
rily held in abeyance while it was 
thought that the library might 
have to seek new quarters on Oc- 
tober 1. That possibility was re- 
moved recently when Mr. R. J. 
Hamilton, president of the Merion 
Title and Trust Company, came 
to Xarberth and gave ' assurance 
that the library might retain its 
present quarters in the old Y. M. 
C. A. building for another year at 
least with rent, light and heat free. 
Mr. Hamilton expressed the warm 
interest which be and his asso- 
ciates feel in the library because 
of the community work which is 
undertaking. 

While the library has been 
equally indebted for the past three 
vcars to the similar generosity of 
the Y M. C. A. trustees it is prop- 
er to point out that the present 
favor is extended to the library 
by a purely commercial organiza- 
tion. In doing this the directors 
of the Merion Title and Trust 
Company have given a really re- 
markable indication of unselfish 
interest in Narberth affairs. 

In opening; the library each day 
of the week there- will necessarily 
be a few changes in the rules and 
regulations which have hitherto 
governed the work. These will 
have for their aim the more ade- 
quate performance of the library's 
service.

Many Ctganizatiom En- 
dorsed Bond Issue. 



Many citizens interested in the 
development of the Playground and 
the Community Centre Building 
have raised the question as to 
whether the adopted plans had for 
the time being been held up for any 
reason. 

The question was perhaps a na- 
tural one because of the lack of any- 
recent mention of it. This con- 
dition was brought about by the de- 
sire of the committee to take care of 
the best interests of the borough, 
and was caused by recent develop- 
ents which have necessitated the 
Merion Title & Trust Co. removing 
from the borough. That company, 
as purchaser of the old Y. M. C. 
A. building, apparently not having 
use for it, might want to again sell 
it, and the suggestion was several 
times made that it might be bought 
hack, remodeled and used as a Com- 
munity Centre, thus affording a 
building in a location more central 
than the playground. 

This was carefully investigated 
and at a meeting of the Community 
Centre Committee held Thursday 
evening, Chairman Butler, of the 
committee, reported the result of a 
conference with President Hamil- 
ton, of the Trust Company, while 
the company's plans contemplate re- 
moval from the borough to the "Log 
Cabin," corner of Haverford and 
Narberth avenues, they hope that at 
a later date conditions will so change 
as to make possible a resumption 
of business in the borough proper 
and they, therefore, expect to hold 
the Y. M. C. A. Building for such 
use in their banking business. This 
situation disposes of any possibility 
of the borough being permitted to 
choose between the two locations. 
Only one practicable and available 
location exists, namely, the proposed 
playground. 

'Phe Cmr>munity Ceni^ Conil «.» '■' 
tee has therefore instructed the 
chairman to advise all organizations 
supporting the plans to rally their 
memberships in order that a large 
vote will be recorded at the coming 
election. 

"Passage of the $100,000 bond 
issue means very little in the way 
of increased taxation." the commit- 
tee stated. "Considerably less than 
three mills — but it means much to 
the practical development of Xar- 
berth. It means, first, that the town 
will be afforded a community build- 
ing which will become increasingly 
indispensable to this growing com- 
munity — it means the development 
of an already owned plot of ground 
which now represents an idle invest- 
ment, and which should be made 
useful for the well-renowned athle- 
tic propensities of the borough. It 
means, too. that the borough will 
pay for but two-thjrds of the ex- 
pense, as favorable action on the 
Bond Issue automatically brings in 
fo the fund a sum of $50,000. which 
has been offered to the borough by- 
various local organizations pro- 
vided the Bond Issue be approved. 

"So many elements enter into the 
proposed plans to make them worth- 
while that the committee in charge 
of the project for the Narberth or- 
ganization feels little hesitancy in 
assuming that it will receive the ap- 
proval of the voters."

Presbyterians To 
Build Soon 

$60,000 Raised Toward 
New Parish House. 



Last Sunday was a day long to 
be remembered in the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church. It was ral- 
ly dav in the Bible school and the 
attendance broke all previous rec- 
ords, -\'H\ being present. During 
the hour of morning worship, 
within a period of 1 ■"> minutes. 
$4-1,(10(1 was subscribed for the 
new parish house and for the en- 
largement of the present church 
auditorium. During the day about 
$16,000 additional was added to 
the sum, and the canvass will be 
continued in a drive for $75,000. 

Dr. A. F. McGarrah was pres- 
ent with the church for four days 
and planned the campaign, with 
the hearty co-operation of the pas- 
tor, Rev. John Van Ness, and an 
earnest corps of workers. On the 
Thursday evening preceding 120 
men of the congregation had a 
dinner together and talked over 
the plans and launched the cam- 
paign. The next afternoon there 
was a similar meeting for the 
women, and that evening a mass 
meeting of the entire congrega- 
tion at which Rev. E. G. Raw-son 
told of the methods used in secur- 
ing funds for the beautiful church 
at Ardniore, and Dr. McGarrah 
.-poke of Christian stewardship. 

It is proposed to erect on the 
lot adjoining the present church 
building a parish house which will 
accommodate the entire Bible 
school, with separate assembly 
rooms for the separate depart- 
ments. It will also contain a so- 
cial room with a seating capacity 
of 300 with a balcony to seat about 
Kin more. 'Phis room can also be 
used as a gymnasium and will have 
a stage for use in entertainments. 
It is also proposed at this time to 
enlarge the seating capacity of the 
present church auditorium by 1-">0 
stati by extending the \\ niuo^i 
avenue front between the two ves- 
tibules. Eventually a gallery will 
be placed above this extension 
making an auditorium seating over 
7 00. 'Phe dee]) interest manifested 
in this project and the ready re- 
sponse of the congregation to the 
appeal for subscriptions are most 
encouraging.

This issue of < >ur Town marks 
its tenth birthday. l''or a decade 
tliis publication has hern at the serv- 
ice of the people ol' Xaiiicrlh. who 
have been its re] oricr- and assis- 
tants. 

The first issue was published on 
October 15. 1014. by the Narberth 
Civic .Association, under the editor- 
ship of Mrs. C. R. 1'lackall, "Anlmadi 
Experiment in Co-operative Jour- 
nalism." I ; or year.- there were no 
paid workers on the paper, and a 
large committee gave of their time 
to produce it each week. 

Mrs. Mlackall was succeeded b> 
-lessrs. \\ . Arthur Cole and K. A. 
Muschamp, 'vho in turn gave over 
the reins of control to Mr. Harry j Bert 
A. Jacobs. Mr. Jacobs served as 
editor for more than live years, re- 
signing in lyji. 

By that time the volunteer work- 
ers had drifted away until Mr. 
Jacobs was alone at the task, which 
had grown to lie loo much. Cnable 
to find someone to take charge of 
the business managership, the adver- 
tising and subscriptions, the circula- 
tion and income of Our Town had 
dropped below the danger pont. 

It was then decided to employ 
a regular operative to be respon- 
sible ior all features of the paper. 
Mr. Jacobs, who had asked many 
times to be relieved of the respon- 
sibility, was retired with the thanks 
of the community for his tine piece 
of civic work, and the present editor 
assumed control. 

The paper was shortly enlarged 
to its present size, which is about 
to be increased again to accommo- 
date the demand for news and ad- 
vertising space. 

Supported by every element in the 
community, who share the task of 
news-gathering, Our Town has 
grown and prospered. Its original 
policy — a civic newspaper — has 
never been changed through the 
various changes of control. It is 
now on a tirm financial footing, with 
the largest circulat : on 11 its history, 
and serving a rapidly growing com- 
munity. 

N'arberth's residents, who have 
built and labored for the paper, may 
well be proud of its history. C )ur 
Town enters its second decade with 
confidence and anticipation of in- 
creasing opportunity.
